LONDON, Nov. 20.—(#)—Brit-

Reich Springboard, 
Perano, Is Seized; 
Yanks Inch Forward 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS ALGIERS, Nov. 20.—(AP)— 
Breaking through German forward positions in the first 
heavy fighting on the Italian front in recent days, the British 
Eighth Army lunged forward five miles to capture Perano, 
it was announced today, thereby threatening an important 
inland sector of the Nazis’ heavily fortified line behind the 
Sangro river. 

Against heavy artillery fire,‘ 
wretched weather . and difficult 
terrain, the Fifth Army also made 
some gains above Venafro along 
the northern sector of its front. 

The capture of the village of 
Perano put the troops of General 
Sir Bernard L. Montgomery with- 
in less than a mile of the only 
bridge crossing the Sangro river 
between the coastal road and a 
point 10 miles from the Adriatic.

liquor store, dealers re- 
ported. 
Run on New Stock. 


A. Eberstin, of a Marietta street 


liquor store, said the only solu-| 


tion he saw was rationing of 


whisky by the OPA. He reported | 


a run on a new stock of blended 
whisky yesterday saying he sold 


eight cases in less than two hours. 


Many of the sales were to people 
he suspected as being buyers for 
a blackmarket, but he couldn’t re- 
fuse them one bottle, he said. 

He added that he saved one- 
third of his select brands under 
the counter for special customers, 
but sold them at ceiling prices. — 

J. B. Isaacson, downtown liquor 
dealer, said a majority of his cus- 
tomers were women who are 
abiding “without fuss” to the vol- 
untary rationing system. 

He said he knew people in At- 
lanta—regular customers of his— 
who have cellars containing as 
much as $25,000 worth of straight 
and blended whisky, but are still 
buying. 

Would Stop Hoarding. 

“Only rationing of whisky by 
the OPA will stop such pegqple 
from buying more than their im- 
mediate needs,” Isaacson said. 

One dealer on Cain street re- 
ported a woman. came into his 
store yesterday and demanded to 
buy as much as “a case of a cer- 
tain brand to send to friends in 
Memphis for Christmas presents.” 

He said he started the one bot- 
tle per customer per day ration- 
ing a week ago and found it to 
be working satisfactorily; how- 
ever, he expressed favor of OPA 
rationing of whisky as a means of 
protection for regular customers 
who “feel slighted when they can 
buy only one bottle.” 

One dealer said he sold whisky 
only at certain hours during the 
day which were known by his 
regular customers. 

Another dealer who did not ex- 
press favor of OPA rationing of 
whisky told a reporter yesterday

President Roosevelt, Prime Min- 
ister Churchill and other responsi- 
ble Allied spokesmen repeatedly 
have warned that the German 
army is still a tough, smart un- 
broken force, but this series of 
victories probably had killed more 
over-optimism than 1,000 speeches, 


To Allied military men, how- 
ever, the German gains are noth- 
ing more than a counterswirl on 
the tide of battle which is running 
against the Hitlerites. 

The most significant blow was 
the counterattack climaxed by the 
recapture of Zhitomir in the first 
real setback given the Russians 
since the Soviet offensive began 
more than four months ago. 

The significance lay, not so 
much in retaking the city less than 
a week after its capture by the 
Russians, as in the proof that after 
months of retreat the Germans 
still were able to mount a fierce 
counterattack, involving two or 
three armored divisions and per- 
haps 150,000 men, 

No Flanking Value. 


Coming headon from the west, 
the counterthrust was not regard- 
ed as a major menace to the whole 
Russian drive since it is not of 
flanking value and the fact that 
the Red army still is rushing west- 
ward only a few miles to the north 
would indicate that General Niko- 
lai Vatutin believes the German 
thrust can be checked before it 
becomes a threat to his extended 
lines in the Korosten area. 

The Leros operation was insig- 
nificant in comparison, but show- 
ed that Field Marshal Maxmilian 
von Weichs is a vigorous, bold 
commander directing troops that 
are able to strike with the dash 
and courage reminiscent of 1940. 

Weather of the foulest kind was 
an important factor in the defen- 
sive success of. the Germans in 
Italy, but the Allies are not in- 
clined to predict a swift advance 
to Rome even when the rains stop. 

The Germans might even at- 
tempt a counteroffensive in force. 

The gradual liquidation of the 
gallant Yugoslav Patriots foothold 
-along the Adriatic is seen as inevi- 
table if the Allied plans do not 
call for early invasion there. 

No Nazi Default. 


The Germans are letting nothing 
go by default. 

The overall German land 
strength probably is still greater 
than the Allied armies drawn up 
against it from the Middle East to 
Britain—excluding Russia. 

Conservative estimates place 
German field strength at 300 to 
325 dvisions. Hitler’s total force 
under arms is probably between 
5,000,000 and 7,000,000, including 
the air force. 

Marshal Stalin has put the total 
Axis strength in Russia at 257 
divisions of which 207 are Ger- 
mans. This is believed in London 
to include seven divisions in Fin- 
land and 30 to 40 divisions held 
as strategical reserves. 

The Norway garrison is still 
thought to be in the neighborhood 
of 10 or 12 divisions with 40-plus 
at stations in France and the Low 
Countries. 

Italy now holds 25 to 28 Nazi 
divisions and the Balkans and 
Greece 18 to 23 divisions. 

This accounts for about 300 di- 
visions and most military men in 
London feel the Germans have 
practically no reserve strength be- 
yond this. 

At the same time they have 
shown enough skill in moving 
troops to indicate they quickly 
could throw a million front line 
men into the battle for the west. 

This potential could be in- 
creased by perhaps 50 divisions if 
Berlin took the bitter decision to 
withdraw into Poland to shorten 
the eastern line and still more if 
they were willing to jettison the 
Balkans. 


Slavs Battle 
For 2 Islands 


LONDON, Nov. 20.—(#)—Yugo- 


Slav Partisans under General Josip 


Broz (Tito) grapper desperately 
with the Germans tonight for the 
islands of Krk and Crew, which 
command the approaches to Fiume 
through which Hitler has been 
pouring reinforcements in the 
long, costly effort to beat down 
the ever-increasing menace to his 
southeastern Europe flank. 

Nazi sea-borne troops gained ini- 
tial lodgments on both islands and 


heavy but as yet indecisive fight- 
ing erupted. 

This was the most important of 
half a dozen Yugoslav fighting 
fronts. In central Bosnia the Parti- 
sans were pushed back slightly, 
but in the Croatian coastal area 
they threw back all Nazi attacks. 

The Germans’ fear of an Allied 
Balkan invasion to complement 
the Russian offensive appeared to 
be rising hourly and reports from 
Ankara told of Nazi troop and sup- 
ply trains moving down the Bel- 
grade-Nis railroad at the rate of 
12 a day. A report from Cairo said 
the Nazis already had begun at- 
tempts to invade Allied-held Sa- 
mos, less than a week after recon- 
quest of the companion Aegean is- 
land of Leros. 

Added to the German worries 
was the growing might of the Al- 
lied air power in the south of 
Europe. 

A Middle East communique is- 
sued in Cairo said RAF heavy 
bombers had attacked Khalkis, an 
island port off the Greek coast 
through which the Germans were 
believed to have been supplying 
their Dodecanese garrisons. Ajlied 
planes also attacked enemy trans- 
portation near Metkovic, Yugo- 
slavia, in support of Tito’s ground 
operations.

Secret Weapon Talk Set Off 
By Mysterious London Blast 


LONDON, Nov. 20.—(4)—A 
mystery explosion wrecked a five- 
story building in London’s night 
club belt of Soho last night and 
for a while had Londoners dis- 
cussing the possibility that the 
Germans had employed one of 
their oft-threatened “secret weap- 
ons.” 

During the day enough evi- 
dence was accumulated to dispel 
the supposition that a noiseless 
invisible projectile might have 
caused the blast, or that it was 
due to any kind of enemy action, 
but the exact cause nevertheless 
still was obscure tonight, and 
seemed likely to remain so at 
least until Monday. 

Authorities made an investiga- 
tion of the blast soon after it oc- 
curred, but did not announce their 
findings and today everybody con- 
cerned with the incident appar- 
ently had gone weekending. 

Third in Week, 

The explosion—London’s third 
mysterious blast in a week— 
knocked out the walls of a build- 
ing on a narrow street where the 
sales rooms of most major film 
companies are situated? and shat- 
tered windows for a quarter of a 
mile around.

Marietta Sergeant Receives Medal 
For Surviving 50 Bombing Missions 


The Constitution’s

MARIETTA, Ga., Nov. 20.—A 
crew member of a B-17 which sur- 
vived 50 bombing missions over 
Italy, France and Mediterranean 
islands and with the loss of just 
one crew member during its entire 
course, Technical Sergeant Burt 
England, 25, of Marietta, has re- 
turned from North Africa, having 
been cited the Airman’s Medal 
with nine oak leaf clusters. 
Among the crew on the B-17 
Whizzard were two Frenchmen, a 
Bohemian, and a_ full-blooded 
German, he said. 


During the nine months Eng- 
land spent in Africa, he went on 
the raids over Pantelleria, Sicily, 
and finally important bases and 
cities in Italy. All told, he’s spent 
286 combat hours over enemy 
territory. 

“Was I ever scared? Well, I 
guess I was. Even on the 50th 
mission, I was as frightened as I 
was on the first. It’s not the tak- 
ing off from the base or the com- 
ing back, it’s just a feeling when 
we get right over the target.” 


“Our plane crashed in a lake 
not far from Bizerte, and much 
to our surprise, though we were in 
the middle of the lake, we waded 
out—it was a salt bed.” 


He said that all of the resistance 
was German. Italy was in the 
same status as other European oc- 
cupied countries. 

“Sometimes the English would 
escort us on the raids. Those Eng- 
lishmen: are rough, and ready to 
tackle anything.” 

After his quota of 50 bombing 
missions, England said he hitch- 
hiked by plane across Africa, and 
visited most of the large cities 
there. 

_ “One thing I noticed in Africa, 
is that we have good hospitals. 


We could get as good medical 
treatment there as we can on this 
side of the “pond.” 

England has been recommended 
for further training. 

A native of Athens, Tenn., Eng- 
land came to Marietta about five 
years before the war and operated 
the Strand theater. Yes, he thinks 
Marietta has changed—he called it 
a city, in fact. 

He is the son of Mr. and Mrs. W. 
J. England, of Athens.

Japs Launch New Drive 


West of Tungting Lake 


CHUNGKING, Nov. 20.—4)— 
Reinforced Jap columns, support- 
ed by war planes, have launched 
a new drive along a 100-mile zig- 
zag front westward from Tung- 
ting lake and advanced in some 
sectors 10 to 20 miles, a Chinese 
communique announced today. 

The Chinese high command ac- 
knowledged the invaders had oc- 
cupied Tzali, a highway town 90 
miles south of the Yangtze river 
port of Ichang, but said more than 
2,000 Japanese had been slain in 
the fighting in that area. 

A counteroffensive by the Chi- 
nese from the mountains west of 
Tzali on the Japanese flank was 
said by the Chinese to be develop- 
ing favorably. The communique 
also said Chinese “troops attack- 
ing the environs of Ichang scored 
furtner successes.” 

A semiofficial dispatch said a 
Chinese drive toward Ichang dur- 
ing which more than 400 Japanese 
were killed had been checked 
when the invaders used poison 
gas.

Until it developed that the ex- 
plosion was probably due to some 
such cause as this, the barbershop 
quarterbacks of London’s aerial 
warfare league kicked around the 
idea that a high trajectory rocket 
shell whose propellant was ex- 
hausted might have dropped on 
Soho without warning eye or ear, 
or that a silent glider bomb did 
the damage. 

“Big Bertha” Recalled. 


Old-timers recalled that the first 
shots from the Germans’ “Big Ber- 
tha” long-range artillery in the 
first World War mystified Parisi- 
ans when they first fell into the 
French capital from a forest 75 
miles away. Until then no gun 
had been known to shoot so far. 

The Germans had seemed to 
add to the mystery today by an- 
nouncing in their communique 
that “German aircraft bombed se- 
lected targets in London last 


night,” but this claim was dis 
puted by London’s air raid and 
fire-fighting officials. No bombs, 
guns or sirens were heard. 

Airmen said even if a plane had 
been flying in the stratosphere 
over London it would have been 
picked up by radio locators. 

Authorities made no announce 
ment as to the loss of life or in- 
juries from the blast.

MARIETTA, Ga., Nov. 20.— 
Survivor of four major wars, all 
spelling growth and progress to 
our nation, Mrs. Mattie Harris 
Lyon, “Marietta’s First Citizen” 
and an eyewitness of the War Be- 
tween the States, today praised 
Marietta’s war effort—the Bell 
Bomber Plant—as a direct course 
toward winning the war. 

“Sure, the town has changed, 
but so has our country. Why 
shouldn’t we have the bomber 
plant as well as some place else,” 
the silvery-haired, 93-year-old 
citizen said. “I guess I’m just 
about as loyal a southerner as 
anyone can be, but loyal south- 
erners are loyal Americans, too, 
and we must keep abreast with 
the times.” 

“One thing which I admire in 
this war’s leaders is this ration- 
ing program. In the War Between 
the States, instead of sharing the 
food, most of the luxuries disap- 
peared, and we had to devise sub- 
stitutes: We parched and ground 
up some rye for coffee, and used 
raspberry leaves for tea. As for 
clothes, we had to make what few 
we could get.”

ings from prison industries work 
in war bonds and as eagerly lining 
up for trade schools that send 
them from prison gates directly 
into shipyards and other war in- 
Gustries. 

An inmate told The- Constitu- 
tion:

@ rivet gun. The men here knew 
this program wasn’t set up to 
keep men in line. It’s a program 
for the men themselves and we 
know it. 

What They Talk About. 

“When we get together down 
there in the recreation yard now- 
@cays we don’t talk about how to 
piay the angles when we get out; 
we talk about what's the best 
trade to learn and how much 
were putting in war bonds.” 

The Constitution reporter sat 
in on a session of the board of 
prison olficials that help the men 
decide the question of what they 


will do when they are released | 


from the prison. 

The board is composed of an 
inmates’ parole offidir, a trade 
training officer, a ps#¥chologist, a 
job placement officeZ, and an as- 
Bociate warden act#g as group 
chairman. Their jo s to inter- 
view men cue for relem® in a 
few months and to 
make decisions as to the work 
they will follow “outside.” 

The inmates are not pressured. 
The decisions are made by them. 
The board may advise or suggest, 
but the inmate makes the de- 
cision and the board tries to help 
him carry it out. 

Training and Jobs. 


They suggest trade training 
courses to fit the men for jobs 
they hope to hold when they are 
released, and a prison employ- 
ment service has been established 
to go out into the field and ac- 
tually find jobs for the men who 
will shortly face the necessity of 
earning a living again. 

That the program has been suc- 
cessful is demonstrated by these 
facts: Seventy-five per cent of the 


men released from the penitenti-| 


ary in the last fiscal year ending 
June 30, who were able to work, 
went into approved jobs. The job 
placement service alone placed 
388 men and they were only 
those who applied for assistance 
in finding jobs. Of those placed, 
168 were the results of trade 
training in the institution and 29 
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help them |

A prison official stated: “The 
dea that employers will not hire

The trade-training program is 
divided into two categories, the of- 
ficial explained. There is a few 
months’ training period for those 
who will soon be released and a 
longer term program for inmates 
who will serve longer sentences. 
The longer studies are more diffi- 
cult and demand corollary work 
in basic subjects, such as math- 
ematics. The important thing is 
that the men, given a goal toward 
which they may work, are taking 
to all training and schooling with 
enthusiasm. 

With the Welders. 


This reporter saw the work 
shops where prisoners learn weld- 
ing. He talked to the men them- 
selves. 

An inmate pushed the goggles 
back from his eyes and wiped the 
sweat from his forehead. 

“I always wanted to learn weld- 
ing, even before I came here,” he 
said. “Never had a chance till 
now. Used to hang around with 
a fellow who was a welder. Il 
drove a truck before I came in 
here. I want to go on with this 
after I come out.” 

Other inmates showed proudly 
the work they were doing over 


‘drafting boards and in sheet metal 


shops. The work was complicated, 
precise. The men were proud of 
their work. 

»Veteran Inmate Helps. 


One man—his name may not be 
revealed because of federal regula- 
tions—has helped in the training 
of other inmates. A veteran in- 
mate, he is a civil engineer, pass- 
ing on his knowledge to those who 
may employ it upon their release. 

He is enthusiastic. about his 
work -nd about the work of those 
working wtih him. He told of the 
progress made by a star pupil who 
is learning constructional design- 
ing and another who is learning 
highway building. 

“They're coming along fine,” he 
said. 

A prison official explained: 
“They're doing something they 
feel is important. They're busy.

per cent of the men donors are in the armed forces, he said. 

The all-time low mark for the center was hit the second week 
in November when only 579 donors appeared. The peak month 
was September when 906 donors gave their blood during the first 
week, 1,057 the second week, 929 the third week and 705 the 


fourth week. 


One recent Monday, there were only 46 donors for the entire day.

Even though the embargo on 
turkeys for civilians has been lift-

‘M ade Attack- 
Torpedoes Hit’ 


It’s open season on Jap war- 
ships, but they’re hard to find, 
according to Lieutenant Paul Bird- 
sall, of Atlanta, 22-year-old officer 
aboard one of Uncle Sam’s hard- 
hitting destroyers. 


Like good hunters, however, 
when Birdsall and his: mates do 
flush a covey of Nips, they lose 
very little time and ammuni‘ion 
in filling their bag. 

That is attested by their latest 
encounter in Vella Gulf, on the 
night of August 6 and 7, when 
they bagged one Jap cruiser and 
three enemy destroyers in what 
was described as one of the most 
decisive engagements of the war. 

Here’s the way their squadron 
commander, Frederick Moosbrug- 
ger, described the action: “We 
made a torpedo attack. We wait- 
ed for the torpedoes to hit. The 
torpedoes hit.” 

Such is the news brought home 
by Lieutenant Birdsall, of 977 
Ponce de Leon avenue, N. E., who 
went into the destroyer service 
immediately after graduation from 
Georgia Tech in 1941. He is home 
on furlough. 

While chatting about the Vella 
Gulf action, Lieutenant Birdsall 
recalled that the only “casualty” 
of the American forces was a pho- 
tograph of President Roosevelt. 

Shock of gunfire, he said, tore 
the picture from its moorings and 
damaged the inscription. This 
situation, however, was quickly 
remedied by an official request to 
the President for another photo. 
It came pronto. 

The fellows aboard Birdsall’s 
ship don’t talk about it now, but 
their destroyer is said to be one 
of the few in the fleet which flies 
a pennant on her bridge signify- 
ing the sinking of an Italian craft.

Civilians Are Moved. 

He said the entire civil popula- 
tion is moved from the vicinity 
of each new base, usually organ- 
ized in a forest region distant from 
any likely bombing objectives 
such as railways and _ airfields. 
The exact location is kept such a 
secret even most men in the 
Fuehrer’s bodyguard are unable 
to pinpoint it. 

“The perfect camouflage of Hit- 
ler’s headquarters is most aston- 
ishing,” the informant continued. 

“Aviators flying over the spot 
even at low altitudes are unable 
to detect it. As high as 40 anti- 
aircraft guns were counted around 
the last location. 

“Russian aircraft have flown 
frequently over the headquarters 
without spotting it and defense 
batteries are instructed not to go 
into action unless actually at- 
tacked. . 

Great Nervousness. 

“Air raid shelters are always at 
hand, and when Russian planes 
approach there is great nervous- 
ness. 

“Hitler goes into the shelter im- 
mediately, continuing there what- 
ever discussions are interrupted.” 

Hitler, until he went to Munich 
for the November 8 anniversary 
o* the founding of the Nazi party, 
had left his headquarters only a 
few times and then by airplane 
with heavy fighter protection. 

In addition to Hitler’s personal 
storm-trooper bodyguard of 500 
selected men at headquarters, 
there also are special Gestapo and 
infantry units stationed within a 
radius of five or more miles. 

Weapons Checked. 

Anyone being received by Hit- 
ler, whether a German minister or 
party leader, must always check 
all weapons before entering. 

Among the Nazis, Himmler and 
Goebbels are Hitler’s most fre- 
quent visitors. Goering, who once 
was a regular attendant at all 
Hitler conferences, seldom has ap- 
peared in recent months.

The committee said its second 
war-time revenue measure, calling 
for $2,140,000,000 in new taxes, is 
all that “can reasonably be borne 
by the taxpayers at this time.” 
The total was only a splash in the 
bucket to the $10,500,000,000 the 
administration asked to fight the 
war and inflation. 

Although firm in its opposition 
to further taxes, the full commit- 
tee report hardly went as far as a 
separate statement by Republicans 
on the committee who told the 
administration it must stop its tax 
demands. 

Taxpayers “Forgotten.” 

“For too long the overburdened 
taxpayer has been the ‘forgotten 
man,’” the Republicans declared. 
“For too long the watchword has 
been ‘spend and spend, tax and 
liar 

“The time has come,” they con- 
tinued, “when the administration, 
instead of insisting upon squeéez- 
ing more and more taxes out of 
the public, should at long last be 
giving some concern to the elimi- 
nation of unnecessary and waste- 
ful expenditures.” 

The Republicans pointed to the 
recent action of the War Depart- 


ment in turning back to the Treas- 


ury $13,000,000,000—more than 
the government asked in new 
taxes—as “abundant ‘evidence of 
the fact that the government can- 
not spend the amount previously 
estimated.” 

They said they would listen to 
no more Treasury pleas for more 
taxes «until the government cuts 
its own_spending, and suggested 
congress set up its own corps of 
experts to police federal spending. 

Savings Are Urged. 

“Even if a savings of only 10 
per cent could be made in the 
total war program,” they said, “it 
would result in lightening the fu- 
ture burden of American taxpay- 
ers by approximately $35,000,- 
000,000, which is no small amount. 

The new tax bill, bearing small 
resemblance to the revenue pro- 
ducing measures Treasury Secre- 
tary Morgenthau placed before 
the committee two months ago,

Some flew to their escape in 
North Africa with the French Air 
Corps; others crawled from Ger- 
man-occupied France by the 
French underground; not a few 
have recently been tortured in 
Nazi concentration camps.

The rubber companies are using their manpower and 
machinery to turn out gas masks, life rafts, and hundreds 
of other army and navy products made of rubber, in ad- 
dition to tires. 

Furthermore, heavy-duty combat, artillery, air- 
plane, truck, and bus tires make up half of today’s require- 
ments—and they demand many times the labor and ma- 
terials called for by peacetime needs. 

And finally . . . there is the manpower shortage. The 
rubber industry, like all industries, has too few hands for 
the job. 


Of course, these problems will be solved ... but 
probably solved completely only after peace comes. 

Meanwhile, it is important for you to understand 
what we...and you... are up against. 

You, and every American who drives a car, must 
realize that this country’s transportation system can still 
break down and slow up war production ... unless you 
take it as your personal duty to give the best possible care 


to the tires you've got today . . . unless you de everything 
you can to make them last as long as possible. 


Do no unnecessary driving. 

Live up to the Government regulation ... don’t 
exceed 35 miles an hour. 

Keep your tires inflated up to recommended pressure, 
and check them every week. 

Avoid hitting holes in the road, or bruising your tires 
on curbs or stones. Don’t start or stop suddenly. Slow 
down for sharp corners. 

See that your wheels and axles are in line. 

Switch your tires from wheel to wheel every 5000 
miles, and have them inspected regularly for removal of 
foreign objects and repair of cuts. 

Most important of all—recap your tires as soon as 


they become smooth! 


What about synthetic rubber 
tires for passenger cars? 


There will probably not be enough synthetic tires for 
all civilians in the near future. But, if you are one of the 
few who do get them, your first question will be: “How 
good are they?” 

We can answer that by saying: ‘‘They are good 

tires, and will give you satisfactory mileage and 

service if you treat them right!”’ 


However, you must remember this .. . the synthetic 
tire is not yet an improvement, but it will keep America’s 
wheels turning in an emergency. 

We do not yet know all there is to know about syn- 


thetic rubber tires. We do not need to speculate on how 


well they would stand up under the phenomenally high 
speeds at which we drove before Pearl Harbor. For every 
patriotic American understands that tire treads wear out 
faster at high speeds than they do at today’s recommended 
speed of 35 miles an hour.

Until then—play 
safe! Be careful! 


What about truck and bus tires? 


The situation is even more serious on truck and bus 
tines, particularly in inter-city, over-the-road use. 


These large-size, heavy-duty tires are operated under 
much more severe conditions than passenger car tires. 
Being heavier and thicker, they generate more heat. They 
travel long days on all kinds of roads. They are all too 
frequently overloaded. 

The truth is that the synthetic rubber truck and bus 
tires being built today will not stand as much abuse as 
prewar tires would stand, especially overloading. We are 
making progress every day, but overloading that damaged 
prewar tires can ruin today’s synthetic rubber tires.

Public Wants 
Strong Hand 


On Strikes 


By GEORGE GALLUP. 
Director. American institute of 
Public Opinion. 


PRINCETON, N. J., Nov. 20.— 
Request of individual members of 
the War Labor Board for more 
power to cope with the strike sit- 
uation now looming on the hori- 
zon focusses attention anew on 
the whole matter of public re- 
action to the question of strikes 
in war plants. 

To the typical American, the 
problem reduces itself to a simple 
one: “Why doesn’t the govern- 
ment put an end to strikes in war 
industries by outlawing them?” 

The argument which labor lead- 
ers and members of the adminis- 
tration advance against a law 
which would make strikes in such 
plants illegal have either not pene- 
trated to the public, or it has not 
accepted them as valid. 

Cross Section. 


To measure sentiment, as of to- 
Gay, regarding attitudes of aver- 
age Americans, both as to the 
cause of strikes and the best 
way to prevent them, the Ameri- 
can Institute through its nation- 
wide fact-finding organization, 
asked a cross-section of typical 
voters these two questions: 

“What do you think is the chief 
cause of strikes in this country?” 

“What do you think should be 
done about strikes now?” 

As to the cause of strikes, the 
public attitude shows up clearly 
in a tabulation of replies to the 
first question above. Largest sin- 
gie group of those interviewed 
blame labor leaders, or an “un- 
just desire” on the part of strikers 
for higher wages. In order of 
frequency, the reasons given by 
representative voters as to the 
chief cause of strikes fall into 
these five categories: 

1. Reasons which lay the blame 
on labor leaders and agitators who 
seek personal power, or who seek 
an unjust increase in wages. 

Blame Conditions. 

2. Reasons which blame no sin- 
gie group, either management or 
labor, but which tend to blame 
wartime conditions, and the fact 
that adequate machinery has not 
been devised for settling differ- 
ences. 

3. Reasons which reflect the be- 
lief that wage increases are justi- 
fied by higher prices, and that the 
strike is a necessary weapon to 
get them. Into this category go 
those who blame employers for 
not recognizing, and acting on, 
the need for higher wage adjust- 
ments. 

4. Reasons reflecting the belief 
that the government has not ac- 
cepted its responsibility with re- 
gards to the strike situation, and 
acted on it. 

5. Reasons based on the belief 
that foreign saboteurs, or foreign 
interests, cause strikes. 

Urge Strong Measures. 


In view of the fact that it feels 
this way as to the cause of strikes, 
it is not surprising to find a ma- 
jority of those with opinions on 
the matter approving strong meas- 
ures to stop strikes. In answer to 
the question: “What do you think 
should be done about strikes 
now?” the replies of representa- 
tive Americans fall into these 
categories, in order of frequency 
of mention: 

1. Replies which advocate the 
use of strong measures, such as 
punishment of strikers and strike 
leaders: forbidding strikes by law, 
or adopting the World War I 
policy of drafting strikers into the 
Army. 

2. Replies which advocate hav- 
ing the government take over war 
industries threatened by strikes, 
or which would set up effective 
compulsory arbitration machinery. 


3. Replies which would either) 


do nothing at all about strikes, 
or which would give strikers what 
increases they demand. 

Connally Bill. 

As recorded in Institute polls at 
the time, the public favored the 
principle of the Connally-Smith 
bill (by a vote of 78 per cent to 
14 per cent, with 8 per cent un- 
decided) before that measure had 
been passed by congress. After 
it had become law and was sub- 
ject to fire by labor leaders the 
country over and by many persons 
in public life, the Institute again 
polled the public and still found 
that of those who knew about the 
bill a majority support of 67 per 
cent in favor, 24 opposed, and 9 
per cent undecided. 

An indirect confirmation of this 
reflection of public opinion has 
been seen by some observers in 
the fact that, even though labor 
leaders sought to implement their 
opposition to such legislation in 
the recent elections, they failed to 
elect any labor candidates to any 
major post. 

Outlawing Strikes. 

From the beginning of the war, 
the Institute has found a majority 
of the public in favor of outlaw- 
ing strikes in war plants. This ma- 
Jority reached its high of 86 per 
cent in the spring of 1942, and 
today the pol! finds nearly seven 
in every 10 Americans of voting 
age in favor of a law forbidding 
strikes in war industries, as against 
continuing to give such workers 
the right to strike. The question 
put to the cross-section was: 
“Should congress pass a law for- 
bidding strikes in war industries, 
or should the workers in war in- 
dustries continue to have the right 
to strike?” ? |

Few students of public opinion 
maintain that the public in its 
views of such complex matters as 
labor strikes is necessarily in- 
fallible. The public can only ar- 
rive at its views on the basis of 
the facts known to it. The job of 
fact-finding polls is accurately and 
objectively to measure such opin- 


fon On this basis. the current | 


survey shows unmistakably that 
if the public is to be persuaded 
that more stringent strike laws are 
unnecessary or impossible, then 
the administration and labor lead- 
ers must do a better job in pro- 
moting their arguments.

and the marker at the source of 
the Suwanee river at Fargo, on 
the fringe of the Okefenokee 
swamp, honoring Stephen Collins 
Foster, author of the immortal 
song “Way Down Upon the Su- 
wanee River’—lauded Georgia’s 
leadership and achievements. He 
praised Governor Arnall as not 
only “being a great Governor but 
also a great leader,” saying that 
he had known intimately every 
Governor of Georgia for 61 years. 

Governor Arnall, in accepting 
the marker on behalf of the parks 
department and the state, com- 
mented upon the wording on the 
tablet, and said he was particu- 
larly proud of the fact that the 
first college to grant a diploma to 
a woman and the first chartered 
university were in Georgia. He 
praised the 60 Young Harris Col- 
lege students who hiked from here 
to the exercises—a distance of 
nine miles. “Become educated,” 
he said, “because education is the 
hope of the world. After the war 
is over this country will make 
great progress in all lines, and it 
will need and call upon the youth 
of the state and the land to put 
forward this great program, and 
the person who has qualified him- 
self with a good education will be 
greatly in demand.” 

The tablet was unveiled by 
Mary Jean Thompson and Betty 
Tison, of Charlton county, the 
home of Harrison and students at 
Young Harris College. 


Brief Exercises. 


The exercises were brief, on a 
warm, balmy day, with the hori- 
zon of mountain peaks slightly 
dimmed by a haze of smoke, but 
the surrounding country, dotted 
with farm homes and two lakes, 
Notley and Tugalo, was clearly 
visible.

“It was the first colony in the 
Western Hemisphere to forbid 
slavery, to prohibit rum, to found 
an orphanage, to allow married 
women full property rights, to 
charter a state university, to char- 
ter a college for women.

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be The Day of Rest 


“Six days shalt thou labor and do all thy 


work:” 
Even under the pressure of war it has been 


proven that man cannot labor with full pro- 
ductivity without periodic days of surcease 
from effort, ef rest from his toil. 

In England where, under the threat of 
invasion back in 1940, workers were anxious 
} to continue their effort in building the materiel 
of war, for long hours and without any day of 
rest, it was proven that production lagged when 
hours of work exceeded a certain point. The 
law of God, as expressed in the third com- 
mandment is based, like all the laws of God, 
upon practical reason. Man learns, slowly, the 
wisdom of God's commands. 

Even on the battle line, wise commanders 
know there is a limit to the endurance of 
their soldiers, that rest periods are essenial 
if men are not to collapse under the strain. 

It may not be possible, nor is there sound 
reason, why the war factories in this country 
should all cease operation on the same day, 
Sunday. Machines must continue operating, 
24 hours a day, seven days a week. But the 
human labor which controls those machines 
is so arranged that each unit, each individual, 
secures one day of rest, at least, out of each 
seven. 

As the war progresses, as the fighting 
mounts in intensity, as the suspense grows 
greater, there is a new burden placed upon all 
of us at home. That is the burden of worry, of 
constant thought upon the one theme, the 
theme of war and its day by day, hour by hour 
developments. There is danger, for many of 
us, in this concentration of thought upon the 
one subject. There is danger that our brains 
shall grow sluggish, our minds become dull, our 
temperaments grow bitter through the unre- 
lieved anxiety. 

Would it not, then, be well for all of us to 
plan)one day of each week on which we shall 
steadfastly turn our thoughts to other things 
than war. When we shall shut our ears, for 
a few hours, to the suspense of the war news 
and when we shall relax mentally in contem- 
plation of other, and happier, affairs. 


Thanksgiving comes this week. Let us, for 
a little while, clear away the fog that war 
anxiety has created and turn our thoughts to 
a@ new realization of the many blessings for 
--hich we should, humbly and rightfully, give 
devout thanks. 

Let us think anew of the blessed fact that 
we of Georgia have found so pleasant the way 
of life that is ours. Let us give thanks for the 
beauties of hills and coast and rolling plains 
between. Let us be grateful for the soft blue 
of the Georgia skies and the gentle benediction 
of Georgia weather. 

Let us be thankful for the bounties of field 
and stream and forest which have in this year 
of need given of their increase in greater yield 
than ever before. Let us be thankful that for 
everyone who can and will there is honest work 
to be done and a decent livelihood to be earned. 

And then, our minds refreshed and renewed 

“by a period of surcease from the anxieties of 
war, we shall return to our duties and to our 
loyalties refreshed once more for the long and 
steady pull which must be ours if we are to 
win the final victory. 

The day of rest ‘s essential for the renew- 
ing of man’s physical strength. It is no less 
essential for the restoration of his mind and 
heart, too apt in days such as these to become 
overburdened with the heavy anxicties of war. 


No More Seasickness? 

If they have it, they really have something. 
The reference is to announcement by the 
Royal Canadian Navy of the discovery of a 
remedy for seasickness which will deliver a 
virtual knockout blow to one of the most gen- 
eral nuisances known to mankind. Calling 
seasickness, or, as the French say, mal-de- 
mer, a nuisance is rather an understatement, 
however. It is one of the major ils flesh is 
heir to. Ask anyone who has ever suffered 
from it. 

It is naturally understandable that for the 
duration the remedy formula must remain a 
closely guarded secret, due to its military 
value. Besides, the chap known as the aver- 
age man is not taking many boat trips these 


war days, anyway. He is too busy doing some- 
thing more vital than traveling for pleasure. 

Yet the news of this discovery offers some- 
thing pleasant to contemplate after the war 
is over. Imagine, sufferers by seasickness, be- 
ing able to take a boat trip without fear of 
those awful sensations that accompany the 
illness. Surely, it is something to anticipate. 
And it furnishes further proof that good can 
come out of evil, even the evil of war. 


Christmas Seals 

The annual sale of Tuberculosis Christmas 
Seals, by which is financed the fight by the 
Atlanta Tuberculosis Association against the 
“white plague,” begins on Monday. For the 
37th time, Atlantans are asked at Christmas- 
time to buy these seals and thus aid in stamp- 
ing out one of mankind’s most feral enemies 
among diseases. The seals purchased should 
be affixed to Christmas gift packages, to 
Christmas mail, in order to carry the message 
as widely as possible. 

It should be known that of all the funds 
thus collected locally, 95 cents out of each 
dollar is used in the local work. Only 5 cents 
is used in such nation-wide activities as medi- 
cal research and projects of too large a scope 
for local communities to handle alone. 


Although wartime usually brings an in- 
crease in the tubercular death rate, and al- 
though the first signs of this trend have 
already come in the United States, there is 
still good hope, according to medical authori- 
ties, that tuberculosis will, in due time, be 
entirely stamped out in this country. 


If it is, it will be through such work and 
educational programs as are originated and 
directed by the Atlanta Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion and similar bodies in other communities, 


One of the newer, and most important acti- 
vities of the. association, incidentally, is in aid- 
ing the physical rehabilitation of men rejected 
for the armed services because of tubercular 
infection. More than 400 such cases have been 
referred to the association to date.

fought without rest against a disease foe that 
has in years past wreaked tragic toll upon the 
American people.

U. S. Radio “Snoopers’”’ 

Established only two years ago the United 
States Foreign Broadcast Intelligence Service, 
with receiving stations in New York, Washing- 
ton, Portland (Oregon), Kingsville (Texas), 
Algiers, Stockholm and Porto Rico, has direct 
or indirect access to every foreign broadcast, 
whether it originates in Axis, Axis-occupied, 
or in Allied or neutral territories. The number 
of languages the FBIS is required to under- 
stand and translate varies from thirty-three 
to forty, requiring a large corps of linguistic 
experts to man the various listening-in-sta- 
tions of the service, record what they hear and 
translate it into English. 

The value of the FBIS can best be empha- 
sized by the fact broadcasts are often sharp 
indicators of the trends of thought in the 
broadcasting nations, and not infrequently 
reveal contemplated plans of the leaders. Even 
pure propaganda has its value to the nineteen 
United States government war agencies. Know- 


ing what the enemy is saying as soon as he 


says it is important to experts in the Office of 
War Information, where it receives its valua- 
tion and is then given to the war agency or 
agencies immediately concerned. 

Operation of this service, plus that of the 
Secret Service of the nation, whose agents are 
scattered all over the world, enables the United 
States government to know most of what is 
going on in the rest of the world. What it 
learns is for officials in charge of conduct of 
the war—not the public, which receives its in- 
formation from dispatches of newspaper cor- 
respondents. | 


Air Battleships 

Further proof that the miracle of Ameri- 
can production is reality, and not mere propa- 
ganda, is seen in the announcement of an air- 
cooled radial Wright Cyclone engine of 2,200 
horsepower. This engine is more powerful 
than the Cyclones which power the Flying 
Fortress. The tremendous power of the Fly- 
ing Fortress is common knowledge. 

In connection with the announcement, it 
was said the new engine develops the highest 
engine horsepower figure ever permitted to be 
published by the War Department. It was fur- 
ther stated that it was hoped use of the new 
motor to increase the bomb load and range 
for attacks on German and Jap bases will cut 
down invasion resistance and bring an early 
end of the war. 

Not so long ago, General H. H. Arnold, chief 
of the air forces, spoke of super-bombers that 
will be, in effect, air battleships. He said at 
that time the Flying Fortress would be the 
last of the “small” bombers. It certainly 
should be a source of pride to all workers en- 
gaged in building these motors and super- 
planes that they will be responsible in large 
measure for bringing about defeat of the 
enemy. The answer seems to be—keep work- 
ing!

He picked up this ambition at about the age of 8 when a vet failed 
to save his pet dog. He still thinks a real vet could have saved it.

In Mercer he began to write a column 
called “In the Wash.” That column some 


years later got national attention at the time a movie called “Gone 
With the Wind” made its premiere down in Macon. 

The Tarvers had located in Lyons, Georgia, where Tarver was 
editor of the Toombs County Democrat. It was called “The Demo- 
crat” because the fellow who owned the other paper was a Re- 
publican and Tarver at that time developed strong Democratic 


party attachments. 


They drove up to Macon to see the premiere in that town and 
the next.week the Toombs County Democrat carried the following 


review: 


“There was a land of cotton fields and cavaliers called THE 
OLD SOUTH. A land of LORDS and their LADIES, of master 
and of slaves. Look not for them hereabouts for they are no longer 
to be found. Male and female, black and white, youth and aged, 
they are all down to the picture show seeing ‘Gone With the Wind.’

By nature, he was most animal- 
like. Proud as a peacock, he roared like a lion and rode like a 


dog and pony show. 


“Anyhow, Scarlett was in love with Ashley Wilkes, who was 
in love with his cousin Melanie who was in love with Ashley, and 
so they were married. (Ashley and Melanie in case you are getting 


confused.) 


“This irritated Scarlett no end and so, in quick succession she 
married for spite and cash respectively a couple of fellows whose 
names we didn’t get. But then, neither did Scarlett for long.

It 
differs from the promise of other 
religious leaders, in that His 
Kingdom is not to be realized in 
some heaven beyond the stars, but 
is to come on earth. 
This kingdom which He pro- 


That means 
that “righteousness” or “goodness” 
in the thought of Jesus, is to be ex- 
pressed in terms of human rela- 
tions.

Just 
here is where other programs have 
broken down. Social ideals, no 
matter how perfect the govern- 
mental form, or how skillful the 
social technique, must be builded 
out of the stuff of human nature, 
and depend for success upon the 
attitudes, standards and tastes of 
men, 

The fundamental ideal of the 
Kingdom proclaimed by Jesus is, 
that we must treat each other as 
brothers. But before they can do 
this, they must become conscious 
that God is the Father of all men. 
Because the consciousness of 
having the same father. This 
is the gospel of Jesus, and He 
Himself was its incarnation. It is 
profoundly significant that the 
man who was most clearly and ab- 
solutely conscious of His sonship

are created for his benefit, and are 
made to serve his welfare. This 
will explain His earnest warnings 
not to place the emphasis of one’s 
thought, or the full expenditure 
of one’s effort upon the accumla- 
tions of things at the expense of 
the growth of one’s character. 
Much of His teaching is a discus- 
sion of comparative values point- 
ing out where the emphasis of ef- 
fort should be placed. 


When He urges that we must 
not be anxious about what we 
shall eat and drink, or where- 
withal we shall be clothed, He 
is not saying food and clothing 
are not necessary, but that “seek- 
ing the kingdom of God and His 
righteousness” is of more impor: 
tance. One must not eat at the 
expense of the welfare of others, 
nor clothe himself at the cost of 
higher values. This is the mean- 
ing of His condemnation of 
wealth. It is wealth accumulated 
at the sacrifice of justice, mercy, 
and love. | 

Here is where we are to test 
the quality of our own civiliza- 
tion. There is no condemnation 
of the amount of wealth, but that 
wealth is to be judged by whether 
it hurts or serves mankind. Mass 
production is to be tested for its 
worth by whether such produc- 
tion destroys the persons who pro- 
duce. That raises the whole ques- 
tion of comparative values in our 
society. Is property more sacred 
than persons? It is the same chal- 
lenge which Jesus threw in the 
teeth of the men of His day—‘“Is 
a sheep worth more than a man?” 

Jesus even dared test the value) 
of religion by this same standard 
—what is its worth to human 
welfare. The ancient and sacred 
institution of the sabbath “is 
made for man, and not man for 
the sabbath.” So the religion of a 
community is not revealed by the 
number of its churches, the or- 
thodoxy of its creed, nor the 


solemn beauty of its rituals, but| 7° 


by the quality of the homes in 
which the people live, the hours, 
wages, and conditions under 
which they work. In a word, re- 
ligion is to be judged by the life 
which it develops and cultivates 
for the people under its influence. 

Once again as we begin to think 
of the kind of world which we 
must win out of this war, we hear 
the echo of the voice of Woodrow 
Wilson, “make a world safe for 
democracy.” But in order to make 


fsuch a world, we must remember 


that democracy itself is an ap- 
praisement of the value of human 
life. It is a faith in the possibility 
of a man for self-government. 
And our American democracy 
rests upon our American creed: 
“All men are endowed by their 
Creator with certain inalienable 
rights.” So this new world we 
would build must be fitted for the 
welfare of “all men,” because all 
men are created by God in His 
own image. The world we shall 
build will be very far from being 
the “kingdom of God on earth,” 
but we dare not have a lesser

We becam? friends at first sight. 
Then Mickey signed a contract at 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer. I was torn 
between delight and despair, hap- 
py over his break, miserable to 
see him go. He gave me a quick 
peck on the cheek, breezed a 
“Goodbye, darling, I'll call you to- 
morrow,” and that was that. 


Three years passed. No call, no 
Mickey, no nothing. Suddenly the 
lull was broken. Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer took a chance and signed 
me. The first day in the studio 
school was ghastly. I was strange 
and scared. Then Mickey ran 
over at recess, grabbed my hands, 
said he was a one-man welcoming 
committee, assured me we'd have 
lots of fun together, gave me a 
hasty smack on the cheek and 
once again was off in a cloud of 
dust. 


That smack has become a sort 
of symbol, a good-luck omen.

Carelessness Is’ 


Of Fires, Say 


While industry strains to meet 
wartime demands, fires ascribed 
by insurance companies’ investigat- 
ing agents chiefly to carelessness, 
have destroyed hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of precious 
commodities in this area during 
the past few months. 


“Fire losses in this area are ’way 
up over prewar years,” H. L. Col- 
lier, branch manager of the Fire 
Companies’ Adjustment Bureau, 
which represents insurance com- 
panies for this section, said. He 
added the greatest number of 
blazes were caused by inadequate 
equipment, untrained personnel, 
and “just plain downright careless- 
ness.” 


Fires in this area have included 
textile plants, pharmaceutical 
houses, and businesses contribut- 
ing to food stocks. 


Briarcliff Fire. 


The Briarcliff laundry blaze last 
June destroyed about $200,000 
worth of clothing, much of which 
must be replaced, thus drawing 
upon the nation’s clothing stocks. 
Another fire, destroying food and 
potential food resources, was that 
which gutted the Blue Ribbon 
Hatchery, destroying 50,000° chicks 
and 350,000 eggs. 

About $30,000 worth of drugs 
were ruined by a fire starting in 
the basement of the Macmillan 
Company building at 500 Spring 
street last April, and the Atlanta 
Woolen Mill fire recently damaged 
stocks of wool, though estimates 
of the exact loss are not yet avail- 
able. 

There have also been several 
fires in cotton ginning plants and 
store buildings, and extensive de- 
struction of chickens by fire in 
north Georgia, where improper 
heating arrangements started 
blazes in commercial chicken 
hatcheries. 


Result of Carelessness. 


The list could be continued, but 
the fact that irritates those con- 
cerned with preventing needless 
losses is that these blazes were 
the result—not of enemy sabotage 
—but often of sabotage by patri- 
otic citizens through carelessness. 

Combating the fire menace, un- 
derwriting experts on fire hazards 
state, can be successful if those 
responsible for plants and factories

see that rubble piles are eliminat- 
ed, that inflammable liquids and 
other agents are kept in fire-proof 
rooms and adequate automatic fire 
equipment is established. 

The National Fire Protective As- 
sociation has stated every business 
and industry should have some 
kind of private fire defense organi- 
zation and employes should know 
how to report a blaze, how to 
muster hose lines and extinguish 
small fires and how to help if the 
fire gets out of bounds. Many 
fires “get away” because someone 
was confused and failed to report 
the blaze or did not know how to 
make use of available fire-fighting 
equipment. The person who causes 
a fire through carelessness or neg- 
lect is as much an enemy to this 
country’s war effort as any soldier 
fighting for the Axis.

The purpose of the Bulletin is to chronicle the worth-while 
things done for, by and with the Negro, as a basis for increasing 
inter-racial good-will and understanding. 


According to an announcement 
made by Secretary Frank Knox, 
more than 74,000 Negroes are now 
serving in the U. S. Navy. Ap.- 
proximately 7,100 of these Negro 
recruits are members of the “Sea- 
bees,” construction battalions or- 
ganized within the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks to build advance 
bases wherever needed and fight 
whenever the occasion requires it. 

It was stated that 6,000 Negro 
enlisted men are now serving at 
12 naval ordnance stations. These 
men have been detailed to duty 
at ordnance stations since August 
1942 and have been organized 
since May 1943 in navy ordanance 
battalions. A special quota of the 
complements is being ordered to 
serve at advance bases in com- 
bat areas. These will be replaced 
at continental stations in the 
United States by new recruits as 
they become available. 

The type of work being per- 
formed by men of the Negro ord- 
nance battalions ranges from 
manual labor to hazardous and 
skillful work on ammunition. 
Special duties performed by these 
men include preparation of am- 
munition components prior to 
lading and filling operations; 
actual ammunition filling and as- 
sembling, handling and storage of 
inert and loaded ammunition, 
handling and storage of bulk am- 
munition components, including 


high explosive elements, yeoman 


(clerical) work in connection with 
ammunition records, loading and 
unloading from and on _ board 
ships and lighters directly serv- 
ing the fleet and directing the 
work of others engaged in such 
activities. 

The Wisconsin State Journal, a 
newspaper published by white 
journalists, has published a sketch 
of the life of Hilton Hanna, a 
Bahaman. Hanna will be remem- 
bered as a reporter of the Atlanta 
Daily World. 

He went to Tuskegee Institute, 
where he took printing and later 
received his B. A. at Talladega 
college. He enrolled in the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin journalism 
school in 1934 after getting his 
citizenship papers. He became a 
member of the university debat- 


ing team and was the first Negro 
elected to Delta Sigma Rho, na- 
tional honorary forensics  fra- 
ternity. 

Hanna helped finance a trip to 
Europe in 1936 by making a speak- 
ing tour of. schools and clubs in 
the state. He and 11 other grad- 
uate students, teachers and social 
workers toured England, the 
Scandinavian countries, Germany, 
Russia and Poland. 


Earlier he had become con- 
nected with the school for work- 
ers in industry and taught par- 
liamentary law, public speaking 
and script writing. He had classes 
outside Madison. He remained 
with the school when its winter 
program was taken over by state 
board of vocational and adult edu- 
cation and has been working un- 
der the auspices of the board or 
for it since 1939. 

He is now a radio script writer 
and public relations man for the 
board, working on the rehabilita- 
tion of the physically handi- 


capped. 

Hanna is in charge of the health 
club of the Madison Y. M. C. A. 
He is also secretary of the Madi- 
son branch of the National Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Colored People.

Nagging is a device subconsciously evolved by women to sour 


their men into more affection, 

CASE A-269. Henry G., aged 
39, is a successful businessman. 

“But my home life is terrible,” 
he confessed. “My wife nags at 
me constantly. 

“Nothing I do ever seems to 
please her. She is a fine worn- 
an, otherwise, and I love her, 
but I can’t stand this incessant 


nagging. 

“I think she loves me, too, but 
why does she keep picking on me?” 
I give her pelnty of money and 
am at least normally attentive to 
her in a social way, but we don't 
get along. 

“It has now reached the place 
where she even belittles me in 
public, as when we are playing 
bridge, and makes tactless re- 
marks about me. ‘ 

“Dr. Crane, do you have a psy- 
chological formula for handling a 
nagging wife?” 

DIAGNOSIS: Yes, there is such 
a formula, for nagging wife is 
usually one starving for affection. 

Hungry creatures tend to be 
snarlish or nagging. In the realm 
of marfiage, moreover, the wife 
will nag the very man whom she 
loves but who she feels doesn’t 
love her. 

These wives may not be able to 
explain why they nag their hus- 
bands.

MAILMAN. When it got td be 
more than a one-man job, he pressed 
girl customers into service, and be- 
gan dictating to them as they sipped 
their sodas. The girls often added 
their own messages. One letter to 
Africa had 70 contributors. And all 
the boys get a gift from Mike and 
the crowd at Christmas. 

More than a year ago, Mike 
stripped the cardboard signs and 
candy boxes out of his window and 
filled it with photographs of the 
boys in uniform. He has over 100 in 
the window now, and more to col- 
lect. A service flag which the crowd 
chipped in to buy has 170 stars. 

Boys home on furlough make a 
bee-line for Mike’s. There Mike sets 
before them—on the house — 
banana royals such as were never 
seen elsewhere on earth. They get a 
complete load of the news. And it is 
an unwritten rule among the gang 
at Mike’s that a boy on furlough. 
has a date with any girl friend he 
wants to see, even if it means she 
has to stand up a civilian boy friend.

This year we give thanks for our country, 
our victories. And for something else .. .

with the vast, open, generous heart of 

America flashing past my window. The 
sky, golden still with early morning, like 
a great horn-of-plenty pours upon the 
land the last warmth of autumn, the very 
smile of freedom. The harvest now is 
nearly in; the hay is stacked; the tepees 
of the corn shocks, haunted by smoky 
trails of ground mist, stand among the 
pumpkins on their vines. The homes and 
the hearts of our people are mdking ready 
for the oldest and most national of all our 
‘estivals — Thanksgiving Day. 


Tins year of victories we have reason, 
jzod knows, to give thanks to Him. But 
He knows, too, how much our gratitude 
is due elsewhere as well. For this country 
of ours, so bright and rich and carelessly 
secure beyond the windows of my speed- 
ing train, is saved to us by the grace of 
the millions of American boys — yes, and 
girls too — now in uniform. 

Humbly we thank them. Proudly we 
thank them. May we so long and so stead- 
fastly remember the debt we owe them 
that out of our deep sense of obligation we 
shall build a better world, worthy of their 
sacrifices! 

Everywhere they will be with us this 
year. At many a Thanksgiving table a 
loved and familiar face will be missing — 
but in that emptied chair some other 
mother’s son may sit. The stranger in uni- 
form is our most honored guest at the 
feast. Indeed, if he wears the blue, the 
khaki or the forest green of the Marines, 
he is no stranger, after all. To the far- 


| WRITE this on a transcontinental train, 


_ away home he came from, goes our friend- 


ly message: “Your boy is my boy, this 


Thanksgiving Day.” 


Crossinc the continent twice in a fort- 
night, as I have just done, I have brushed 
shoulders with those boys of ours, by the 
hundreds. They were all going places, far 
places, to do a hard job. They marched in 
steady ranks through the streets of the 


cities; they thronged the great railroad 
terminals and airports; even now, as this 
streamliner slows a trifle through small 
towns, I see themon the station platforms 
with their neat kits or duffle bags, and a 
woman or two come to see each one off. 
Then that home town, nameless to me, 
vanishes, and we rocket across the plains 
of western Kansas and into Coloraglo’s 
sagebrush country, where little birds lilt 
happily over miles of clear sun-lit wastes. 
This is the very face of American liberty, 
this grand, unfenced land. And we owe its 
happy look to the boys back there at the 
home-town depot, kissing their girls 
good-by. 

Once before in my generation we owed 
heroic youth such a debt. Did we pay it? 
Who can claim he has been worthy of the 
lonely boy under the marble tomb of the 
Unknown at Arlington? That American 
soldier died to make the world safe for 
democracy — so it was said — and today 
all over the world the sons of his comrades 
are fighting for us again. The war in which 
the Unknown Soldier fell was won, but 
not his cause. 


W. STILL can pay our debt to him, and 
to the millions of boys now in our armed 
forces, as well. Victory parades will not 
be enough, nor bonuses to veterans; no, 
not even jobs for all, when the boys — 
and not al] the boys — come back. We 
must strive to give our conquering heroes 
what they fought for—an America in 
which they can freely and safely bring up 
their children. We must highly resolve to 
demand and secure for them a permanent 


peace. 
That, then, should be our pledge this 
Thankagiving Day, both to the uniformed 
guests at our table and to those who are 
absent. Let us thank God for the glorious 
victories the year has brought, and for the 
harvests that will help to save the world 
from hunger. But let us also give our 
thanks to the fighting youth of America. 
Thank God for them all.

there will return after the war to make it 
their home. A new surge of people will con- 
verge upon Alaska. New cities and towns will 
spring up, and the present ones will grow. 

New roads, railways and airlines will come 
into being, tying Alaska together and linking 
it closer with the rest of the States. 

Millions of people will be living there 
within a comparatively few years, as 
against the few tens of thousands who 
are now permanent residents. Among 
them may be you, or your son, or your 
daughter. 

If I had said these things a few years ago 
— even a year ago — I would have felt sure 
that I was indulging in wishful thinking. 
Alaska has been my home for nearly 40 years, 
and we sourdoughs, or most of us, have long 
looked forward to the time when our fellow 
Americans would discover the opportunities 
of our “Great Land.’’ Great Land is what 
Alaska means, and in this truly Great Land, 
my homeland, I recently spent several 
months during the recess from my duties in 
the nation’s capital. And on this latest trip 
home I found a new Alaska. It 1s the Alaska 
that I dreamed about when I went there to 
prospect for gold in 1905, the Alaska that we 
who call it home have always waited for. 


Our Last Frontier 


One more frontier, the last perhaps on 
American soil, is being scaled down to size. 
You travel in planes filled with engineers and 
soldiers and cooks and road-builders and car- 
penters. You speed along in a car on roads 
which only a little while ago were mere trails 
or utter wilderness. You go into a town which 
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you remember as a one-street settlement of a 
few hundred, and find it teeming with people, 
the stores and restaurants doing a land-office 
business, the hotels so jammed that people 
sleep five and six in a room. 

You don’t mind when you realize what 
these.inconveniences mean. The sturdy, 
vigorous jostling, sometimes unshaven 
men in leather coats are the forerunners 
of Alaska’s new day. You pay enormous 
prices for things gladly, because you know 
that they, too, are the signs not merely of a 
boom but of a greater boom to come. What 
if it does cost a dollar and a quarter for a hair- 
cut and a dollar and a half a quart for ice 
cream — if you can get it? What if restaurant 
prices do reflect the fact that they have to 
pay waitresses eight dollars a day plus tips 
which may amount to as much more? (And 
do they earn it!) Few ever carry or use pennies 
in Alaska; the extra nickels or dimes or silver 
dollars that you spend are buying a future. 

The activity today, of coursé, is primarily 
military. Military planes flying from newly- 
built airfields. Military trucks rolling over 
the newly-built roads. But after the war, 
those fine new airfields and those new roads, 
including the Alaska Highway, will still be 
there. The new settlers, instead of coming by

covered wagon, will come by automobile and 
by airplane, as well as by steamships. 

I talked with hundreds of soldiers and 
sailors while I was in Alaska this time. Many 
of them, admittedly, are lonesome; social life 
is still that of a frontier, and there are prob- 
ably hundreds of soldiers for every unattached 
young woman. But I was frankly amazed at 
the number of soldiers who told me that they 
intend to come back after the war, with or 
without the girls they left behind in the 
States, and settle down. 


Homesteads Are Free 


Aasxa is one place where you can still 
stake out your claim to a homestead, and earn 
title to it by working and living on it. Many 
soldiers have picked out the spots which they 
intend to claim after the war. Even the gen- 
eral in charge of the whole Alaskan Defense 
Command, Kentucky-bred Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Simon Bolivar Buckner, Jr., has an- 
nounced his intention of making Alaska his 
permanent home. 

But even those who do not become settlers 
will contribute to the Alaska movement by 
carrying back to the States the truth about 
the territory. Soldier aftet soldier with whom 
I talked expressed his surprise that Alaska, 
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far from being a land where everybody lives 
in igloos, is a very pleasant place. They will 
be believed when they explain to their folks 
back home that in southeastern Alaska, while 
it remains comfortably cool in summer, the 
winter temperature seldom gé@ts down to zero; 
that the climate in the interior of Alaska is 
similar to that of northern New York or 
Minnesota, except that the winter season is 
a bit longer. 

I do not know how much the average sol- 
dier will find out about the economic possi- 
bilities of Alaska. Certainly he will see the 
vast expanses of land waiting for somebody 
to use, and he will be able to report that such 
grains as wheat, rye, oats and barley grow 
and mature there season after season, and 
that berries and garden vegetables produce 
bountifully and are of high quality. And he 
can hardly miss seeing the poasibilitics 
im such enterprises as fur farming or 
dude ranching. 

Actually, the possibilities of Alaska are 
much broader. Norway, Sweden and Fin- 
land, which have a comparable climate, were 
supporting 13,000,000 pedple before the war 
in a high-grade civilization; their combined 
area is smaller than that_of Alaska. In the 
last census, Alaska had about 40,000 white

people and less than 33,000 natives— Indians, 
Aleuts and Eskimos. Yet Alaska has more 
farm and grazing land than Norway, Sweden 
and Finland together, and it is at least equally 
fertile. Its fisheries are greater, more exten- 
sive and more varied. Its forests, while not 
quite as extensive, are still vast and rich. 

And its mineral resources are so much 
greater as to be beyond comparison. It has 
not only gold, but many other minerals in- 
cluding tin, iron, copper, platinum, lead, 
petroleum, tungsten, molybdenum, marble, 
and so much coal that nobody has ever been 
able to estimate how many billions of tons 
are waiting to be developed. 


Riches Underground 


Tins vast coal deposit is, to some extent, 
typical of Alaska’s great mineral wealth. 
There it is, enough to supply the rest of the 
United States for years. At present, admit- 
tedly, it would be too costly to mine it and 
transport it in competition with other sources. 
But it is available for use in Alaska itself, 
and eventually it may well be the salvation 
of the rest of the country. So it is with many 
of our other mineral deposits and some of 
them will undoubtedly fit into the national 
picture right away, because of growing short- 


es. 

Primarily, I expect the early postwar devel- 
opment of Alaska to be agricultural. But with 
the farmers will come men to build up the 
towns where they will market their produce; 
to create resorts, to develop public utilities, 
to make and sell the goods that a growing 
Alaska will need. And in time, Alaska 
will more and more be able to supply 
the rest of the country with the things 
it can produce, as well as supplying its 
own thriving communities. 

The Japanese had their eyes on all this 
potential wealth long before most of our own 
countrymen thought of Alaska as anything 
but the “icebox,” which it was sneeringly 
called in Seward’s day, when we bought it 
from Russia for $7,200,000. For years the 
Japs have been poking around, taking pic- 
tures and making notes; and while much of 
this activity was on behalf of the militarists, 
you can be sure that notes and pictures went 
back to the Japanese industrialists, too. 

But the Japs outsmarted themselves on 
December 7, 1941, and later when they moved 
in on Kiska and Attu. The military impor- 
tance of Alaska suddenly became painfully 
obvious to American strategists. And when 
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the military forces moved in, and the Army. 


began building the Alaska Highway, the 
future of Alaska as a full sister in the family 
of the United States became assured. 

Until the Alaska Highway was built, 
Alaska was virtually an island. You could 
not get there by road or railway. You 
could go only by boat or plane. Now, besides 
the Highway, we have new pipelines, partly 
built, partly under construction to connect the 
Norman Wells oil field on the Mackenzie 
River with Whitehorse, and connecting 
Whitehorse with Skagway, Fairbanks and 
Watson Lake. Very soon, I am sure, there will 
be other through highways. We have many 
new roads inside Alaska —a start, at least, 
toward the highway network which must 
eventually come into existence. And we have 
already a network of airfields, which will 
accommodate almost any imaginable postwar 
business. 

Indeed, Alaska will be one of the important 
junctions on the aerial highways of the post- 
war world. The great passenger and cargo 
planes, winging their way to Russia and to 
Asia over the top of the globe, will make 
Alaska a port of call. Ships, too — many more 
ships than ever before — will ply in and out 
of Alaskan waters. 


A Place for Pioneers 


Are the war, many of you who read this 
will be going to Alaska for the scenery, for 
the big-game hunting, for the fishing. But 
what is more important, some of you will be 
coming to stay and work and share in the 
development of a new state. 

Wars always produce and stimulate migra- 
tions. This one will be no exception. Young 
men, back from the war, confident of them- 
selves, eager to build a future, will be looking 
beyond the horizons that used to hem them 
in. And they will see Alaska. 

For those soldiers who have gone to Alaska, 
the Army has printed a little booklet telling 
of the country, the people, the customs. On 
the last page of the booklet are verses from 
Robert Service’s ““The Spell of the Yukon.” 
The closing lines run: 

There are hardships that nobody reckons; 
There are valleys unpeopled and still; 

There’s a land — oh, it beckons and beckons, 
And I want to go back — and J] will. 

That, I submit, is prophetic. Those soldiers 
will go back — many of them. And many 
others will go with them.

Every few days at some East or 
West Coast port another ship 
docks with a capacity cargo of 
acrap —- picked up not in the se- 
curity of domestic cellars and 
attics, but within range of enemy 
guns and planes in every theater 
of operations. 

Loaded with old shoes, worm 
tires and tubes, discarded cloth- 
ing, and ton upon ton of junk 
metal, each shipload represents a 
fraction of the efforts of the Army 
Service Forces in the vital job of 
battlefield salvage. Picking up the 
pieces after the tide of action has 
flowed on, this unsung branch of 
the service sent nearly 10,000 tons 
of scrap metal alone to one Eastern 
port in a single month. 


Nothing Overlooked 


I; MAY surprise the civilian to 
learn that Regulations specifi- 
cally prescribe that ‘‘no able-bod- 
ied man or prisoner of war shall 
return from the front empty- 
handed.’ As a consequence the 
tender ministrations of the battle- 
field scavengers run the full gamut 
from empty tomato cans to 60-ton 
Mark VI Nazi tanks. 

In Africa and Italy, incidentally, 
the tin cans are cleaned and re- 
shaped on a. home-made press in 
the theater of operations, emerg- 
ing as cups and mess pans for 
German and Italian prisoners. In 
New Guinea one outfit set up a 
packing plant (built of sal- 
vaged materials), canning wild 
game and fish in reclaimed tins 
to augment the monotony of 
field rations! 

What goes into the precious 
cargo space of these homeward 
bound supply ships is perfectly 
astonishing, presenting a quaint 
note of conservation in a war where 
destruction has been perfected to 
the mth degree. Captured enemy 
equipment such as cannons, mor- 
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tars, antiaircraft guns, etc., are re- 
turned for technical research to the 
Army Proving Ground at Aber- 
deen, Md. 

But even more impressive than 
captured material are the tons 
upon tons of unusable stuff that 
are disgorged from the holds of 
these returning ships, destined 
either for reconditioning or for 
sale to scrap dealers, thence to 
hungry war plants. On a move- 
ment such as the drive through 
Africa, for example, it was com- 
mon for the armed forces to wear 
out 2,000 tires a day; hence old 
tires form an important part of a 
salvage cargo. Naturally, many 
discarded tires are repaired in the 
field and returned to use. 


Used Over and Over 


Axortner big item from the sal- 
vage ships is spent artillery shells— 
seemingly by the millions. These 
brass cases go back to the Army 
arsenals to have their dents flat- 
tened out and be re-loaded for a 
prompt return trip to the front. 
And as the lighters alongside the 
vessels rapidly fill up, you see 
burned-out motors from German, 
British and American planes, many 


- blackened by the flames that en- 


veloped them; thousands of auto- 
mobile and airplane batteries; 
metal from damaged airplane 
wings and fuselages; truck parts; 
gun mounts; damaged machinery 
of every description — even the 
metal covers of block-buster bombs 
that were left behind when our 
Fortresses took off on another 
mission. 


It’s the General's Job 


Coxtection of this stuff on all 
fronts is the direct responsibility 
of the theater commander (Gen- 
eral Eisenhower, General Mac- 
Arthur, etc.), and is handled by 
three salvage organizations of the 
ASF. The first, a Collecting Com- 
pany, turns the material over to 
a Repair Battalion — a * semi- 
mobile outfit operating in the In- 
termediate or Advance Section of 
the Communications Zone. This 
battalion sorts the stuff; reclaims 
what it can with its facilities; for- 
wards the rest to the Salvage 
Depot farther back: a fixed repair 
battalion on a much larger scale, 
often operating at a base port. 
Captured vehicles, of course, 
can often be used as is or repaired 
in the field. Those beyond re- 
demption are ““cannibalized’’ — an

old Army term for the process of 
taking 10 worthless trucks apart 
and making five serviceable ones 
from the usable parts. 

As the Tunisian action seesawed 
back and forth in the early days of 
May, thousands of pup tents were 
abandoned in the mud, most of 
them so badly ripped and torn that 
held commanders considered them 
unfit for use. 

As the armies advanced, therefore, 

“the tents were left behind. Then 
came the mop-up crews of the ASF 
with a single idea in mind: to save 
everything and anything that ever 
had any value, no matter how hope- 
less it looked now. Into the return- 
img trains and trucks went the 

_ténts, together 
with other mud- 
dy wreckage. At 
the Salvage De- 
pot the stuff was 
sorted, inspected 
and stacked — the 
tent pile growing 
higher and higher 
until somebody re- 
membered having 
read about Omar 
the Tentmaker 
and the ancient 
craft of the desert. 

$o an ASF officer 
was promptly des- 
patched to round 
up the modern 
Omars and their 
helpers. Here and 
there in the sandy 
wastes he found 
them, bent busily 
over their antique American sewing 
machines; and after a little discreet 
haggling he signed them up and 
transported -them — and their ma- 
chines — to the Salvage Depot. 


Arabs Help Us Out 


Now, chattering in Arabic to the 
accompaniment of their humming 
machines, they work all day long on 
discarded Army pup tents, mending 
gaping rips, patching holes, con- 
verting the remains of the most tat- 
tered into a new tent fit for any serv- 
ice. Native laundries, equipped only 
with brushes and: scrubbing boards, 
clean the finished product; other 
Arabs fold and pack them ~—. and 
back they go to the front for re-issue 
to the troops. 

At this dump, too, one sees stacks 
of uniforms 20 feet high: Ger- 
man, Italian, American, Fighting 
French, all in conglomerate heaps. 
More Arabe are cutting off the but- 
tons or ripping out whole pieces of

cloth from the most badly damaged; 
others, in more serviceable condi- 
tion, are tossed aside to be disinfect- 
ed and patched by native women 
before being returned to use. Blank- 
ets are subjected to the same treat- 
ment, those which cannot be re- 
claimed being reduced to wiping 
rags for use on the Army's machin- 
ery or shipped home to supplement 
the supply of wool. 


They'll March Again 


Anortuer enormous salvage item is 
shoes, which come back by the hun- 
dreds of thousands. These worn-out 
footgear are consigned to two huge 
shoe rebuilding plants built by the 
Army at Hannibal, Mo., and Bu- 
ford, Ga., where 
experts count on 
getting 40-50,000 
pairs good enough 
for use in rough 
training work out 
of every 100,000 
pairs of junk shoes 
delivered to them. 

Although the 
battlefield angle is 
the most. dramatic, 
the Army’s salvage 
program operates 
everywhere. Every 
troop transport, 
for example, is re- 
quired to bring 
back its surplus 
fats, grease and 
kitchen waste. 
Raw bones yield 
18 per cent glue, 
hence are. disposed 
of in the proper channels. As for 
fats which the housewife is implored 
to save — the Army is.turning in 
two pounds of fat per man per month, 
just double the civilian showing.”’ 

“If every housekeeper,”’ says 
Brigadier General H. C. Minton, 
Director of the Production Division, 
ASF, “‘were as careful to conserve 
and re-use as are the Army Service 
Forces, we would be an economical 
nation indeed. 

‘Our activities in this field ex- 
tend into every corner of every 
theater of operations as well as 
into every installation at home. 
From salvaging meat scraps in the 
galley of the Army transport to pick- 
ing up shell casings atill hot on the 
battlefield, we try to overlook no 
item of value.”’ 

Today, as we approach the end of 
another civilian scrap-metal drive, 
is an Opportune time to wonder if we 
on the home front are doing half

S$. WAR BONDS AND STAMPS 
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Thirty desperate men, 
waiting for the Day... 


S HE had, done every evening for 
the last eighteen years, Virginio 
Barletto, formerly Judge of the 

Sicilian Court of Appeals, walked down 
the stony beach. Through the barbed 
wire, he saw the fiery sun, which during 
the day had made a blazing furnace of 
the tiny volcanic island, dip into the 
sea. Its last rays laid a golden ribbon 
across the shark-infested water, like a 
path leading towards his beloved Paler- 
mo; there waited his wife, who had never 
lost faith he would return one day. 
Barletto was one of thirty prisoners 
who had incurred the personal hatred 
of the Duce and so were held on this, 
the most isolated of the Lipari Isles. 
The never-ending making of fishing nets 
had been their sole occupation ~~ but 
every mesh they knotted, they hoped 
might be the last. The tyrant must fall, 
and from Sicily, whose mountains were 
blueing in the distance, a ship would 
come to carry them home to a free Italy! 
Barletto had been forty when the 
sharp twine had bitten into his slender 
hands for the first time. Now his hands 
were calloused and gnarled; but his 
eyes had preserved the clear and pene- 
trating look of the High Judge. He had 
not forgotten his Roman law, and if 
ever again he were so fortunate as to 
be on the bench in Palermo, he would 
not forget that justice and liberty 


were the true foundations of the State. 

“It is well named, the Jsola deila 
Speranza —-our Island of Hope,’’ he 
thought when he climbed back over the 
jagged lava rocks. ‘For where is hope 
greater than here, where it is all that 
men live by?’’

When he reached the plateau, the 
bugle sounded in front of the Com- 
mandante’s house, calling the prisoners 
together in the yard between the bar- 
racks. It was too early for roll call, and 
Barletto, with a sudden quickening of 
his heart, took his place between Beppo 
who, in Mussolini's socialist days, had 
been one of his co-editors, and Doctor 
Rossi, a friend of Matteotti. 
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“Something is up,’’ Beppo muttered, 
pointing with a slight move of his head 
at the uncovered machine guns at the 
corer of the Commandante’s house, 
the only one on the island built of stone. 

Commandante Vecchioni stepped for- 

ard to the balustrade. His uniform 
fas beautifully cut, and he wore his 
tasseled cap at exactly the right angle. 
But his strutting pose did not go well 
with the small chin of his cruel, ferret- 
like face. He seemed excited. 


”" Paisoners! I know there have been 
rumors among you that the Chief of 
Government, the leader of Fascism, the 
Savior of the country, His Excellency 
Benito Mussolini, has resigned. This 
would have meant good news for you, 
and you have probably been gloating 
already. But I tell you: Those are 
stinking lies, spread by the cunning 
enemy to undermine the morale of our 
valiant people?’’ 

Barletto glanced over the furrowed 
faces of his fellow prisoners. Under their 
cool, disdainful expression he sensed the 
tension, an alertness which made them 
a part again of the living world. So it 
was true; at last he had fallen! 

But like a shadow the thought passed 
over them: Why, then, are we still here? 

The Commandante’s voice came as 
an echo: “It is true that the enemy has 
temporarily succeeded in wrestling Sic- 
ily from us. But what good has it done 
you? Have the ‘Democracies’ you al- 
ways believed in rushed to save you? 
No! Why should they? What have you 
ever been to them but a means of propa- 
ganda against the Duce!”’ - 

He leaned over the balustrade.~*Well, 
gentlemen,” he continued with a confi- 
dential smile, “they have forgotten you, 
the friends of democracy. But we, we 
do not forget the enemies of Fascism! 
We are not going to let you get away 
and live happily ever after. Pack your 
bundiles,”"’ he shouted; “a cruiser from 
Spezia will be here any moment to take 
you North. I am tired of your com- 
plaints about the heat — now we shall 
see how you like the cold.” 

Barletto was stunned like the others; 
this possibility had never entered their 
minds. That they would ever leave this 
island other than dead or free had been 
unthinkable. 

A murmur rose behind him and 
formed into sentences. But contrary to 
discipline it was not suppressed by 
Vecchioni. Nor did he give orders to 
take them to the barracks. He still held 
his balcony pose, his arms crossed; and 
while the discussion of the prisoners 
became more heated, Barletto noticed a 
sly, lurking expression on his ferret face. 

Suddenly Beppo, shaking off Bar- 
letto’s restraining hand, sprang for- 
ward. “Comrades,’’ he called hoarsely, 
“Vecchioni is right! There is no use in 
waiting any longer. We may be for- 
gotten, but we are not going to be

driven like cattle from one corral to 
another!"’ He jumped for the stairs to 
the balustrade, pulling from his sleeve 
a priming-wire used in net-making. 
“‘Death to the slave driver,’” he shout- 
ed, and: “Eveviea la Liberta!"’ 
Vecchioni drew his gun and fired. 
“So he wants us to revolt and rush the 
guns,”’ Barletto thought when he saw 
the triumphant smile. ‘“‘Now that Mus- 
solini is gone he can no longer get the 
guards to kill us in cold blood.”’ 
He held up his hands. “Quiet! Fall 
back and form ranks.”"" The authority 


which twelve years as a judge had given 


his voice stopped the milling crowd. 

“‘Please carry Beppo to the barracks,”’ 
he said, turning to the guards; “Doctor 
Rossi will look after him.”’ 

After a moment of tense silence, two 
guards emerged from behind the group 
and shamefacedly picked up Beppo. 

“Friends,”’ Barletto said, addressing 
his fellow prisoners, “I know you have 
understood me. Our world rises anew, 
while Vecchioni’s has already crumbled. 
What he wants is to drag us down with 
him! I do not know whether or not a 
cruiser from Spezia is coming. But if it 
does, we will have to bear it a little 
longer. We must not let them kill us so 
easily —- or our eighteen years of wait- 
ing will have been in vain. We never 
lost hope that finally the people would 
rise; now our faith that they will not 
forget us must be as strong!”’ 

Commandante Vecchioni, who had 
been watching motionless, suddenfy 
rushed into the house. Dusk had fallen, 
and around the desolate rock a light 
mist was rising. A sharp form, grayer 
and denser than the mist, seemed to 
materialize out on the leaden sea, to the 
right of the Commandante’s house. 


Now Barletto noticed it, and with 
him the others. ‘“The cruiser from Spe- 
zia,’" he said tonelessly. “For once, he 
did not lie.” And as his friends pressed 
closer to him: ““‘We must be strong!”’ 

A flash from the ship blinded them. 
The dull boom was followed by a whis- 
tling over their heads. On the other side 
of the island there was a splash. As they 
stood aghast, a sheaf of brilliant light, 
broken on the ground by the black 
shadow of the Commandante’s house, 
lit up what had been their whole world. 
It (@fPstarkly on the metal of the aban- 
doned machine guns and the barbed 
wire all around them. Above them, on 
the house, where only a moment ago 
the Fascist flag with ax and faggots 
had been, the light was caught in a 
billowing white sheet. 

The sound of a motorboat approached 
the shore. As the great searchlights were 
lowered, following the course of the 
boat, Barletto and his friends, who had 
not waited and believed in vain, saw 
fluttering in the breeze of the night the 
Stars and Stripes.

COMING ...TELEVISION! 


Early postwar programs will feature vaudeville turns. . . 


In the days ahead, it will 
change our habits, play an 
important part in our lives. 
Here’s what industry plans 
for you at the war’s end . 


EK HAD just finished set- 
tling the furniture in our 
new apartment. It must 


have been at least the tenth time 
that we had juggled that furniture 
in the course of our married life. 
“And I hope it’s the last time,’ 
I said to my wife. 

She smiled tolerantly. “It won't 
be,”’ she said. “‘After the war we'll 
have to change everything all 
around.”’ Then she added, cryp- 
tically: *“Television.” 

She was right, of course. If you 
are sitting in your living room as 
you read this, just look around you 
and try to figure out where you 
are going to put your television 
set. You'll want it where every- 
body can see the screen —- wher- 
ever they may be sitting. For any- 
body not living in a movie theater, 
the change in furniture arrange- 
ment will be revolutionary. 


Waiting for the Word 


Tat is just one small sample of 
the way television is going to make 
itself felt in your life and mine. 
And you can be perfectly sure that 
it is really ‘coming, in a big way, 
just as soon as the industry can 
turn its attention from war work 
to civilian work. I have just com- 
pleted a series of interviews with 
manufacturers, broadcasters, gov- 
ernment officials and others di- 
rectly interested. I have visited 
studios and watched experimental 
programs. I found the whole 
atmosphere one of enthusiasm 
and expectancy — an industry 
straining at the leash, waiting 
for the signal to go. 

Right now, as far as commercial 
development is concerned, every- 
body is marking time, waiting for 
the war to be won. But in the 
laboratories, tremendous techni- 
cal advances are being made. 
most of them secret, because of 
their military applications.» Mean- 
time, half a dozen or more big 
manufacturers are all set to start 
turning out receiving sets as fast 
as the public can buy them. These 
will range from small desk sects, 
starting at around $50, to big 
combination sets running into 
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hundreds of dollars. Biggest sales 
are expected on so-called standard 
sets at from $150 to $200. These 
will have screens 20 to 24 inches 
wide, and will pick up television, 
standard sound broadcasts and 
the newer FM sound broadcasts. 

The manufacturers are all ready 
to go into production on transmis- 
sion equipment, too, and many or- 
ders have already been placed by 
radio stations and other interests 
eager to start television broadcasts 
as soon as possible. 

“Within the first year after the 
end of the war — and perhaps be- 
fore that I expect to see re- 
gional television networks on the 
East and West Coasts and in the 
Middle West,’’ a top-ranking gov- 
ernment official told me. “And 
within three years we should have 
real national networks corre- 
sponding to our present radio 
networks.”’ 


Continuous Programs? 


You are not likely to get the 
continuous, early-in-the-morning 
to late-at-night broadcasts in tele- 
vision which you get in sound radio 
— not, at least, for some time. The 
main reason for this is. that the 
experts don’t think you would 
want it. Forenoon radio programs, 
for instance, are aimed chiefly at 
housewives who leave the radio 
on while they do their housework. 
To watch a television program, 
they would have to stop working, 
and just sit. Then there are radio 
programs which come at the time 
most of us are eating our meals. 
We can listen to them as we eat, 
but we couldn’t watch the tele- 
vision screen unless we took our 
food on our laps in the living room. 
Most television program directors, 
therefore, are thinking in terms of 
afternoon and evening periods, 
when people will be free to give 
their attention to the programs. 
Of course when there are special 
events to be televised, they will be 
put on whenever or wherever 
they occur. 


News Before Our Eyes 


Turse special-events broadcasts, 
as a matter of fact, will probably 
be the way in which television will 
make its deepest imprint on our 


lives. Being able to sit at home 
amd see important or colorful 
things that are happening, right 


while they are happening, we are 
almost sure to get a new under- 
standing of our world —a new 
interest in many things which we

Sports, the program directors 
tell me, will probably get more 
television attention in our early 
postwar programs than any other 
one category of special events. 
They can be scheduled well in ad- 
vance, and the arrangements made 
to televise them; tests have shown 
they are popular with television 
audiences; and the existing sta- 
tions have had enough experience 
to know that they can be success- 
fully shown by television. Indeed, 
in some respects you can see a 
football game, say, or a baseball 
game better by television than if 
you were in the grandstand. 


Better Than Grandstand 


Tue television camera not only 


shows you the game as a whole, 
but gives you close-ups of individ- 
ual players at crucial moments — 
much better views, thanks to the 
telescopic lens, than you could get 
from any seat in the stands. I re- 
member one television prize fight, 
for example, in 
which you could 
even see the ship 
tattooed on the 
arm of one of the 
fighters. 

But in addi- 
tion to sports, 
you will see many 
other goings-on; 
Presidential in- 
augurations, ship 
launchings, pa- 
rades and cere- 
monies. Political 
candidates will 
come into your 
home on the tele- 
vision screen, 
which may well 
have a bearing on 
the kind of men 
that we will elect 
—personality 
will count more 
than ever. If 
there is a big fire 
or a riot, televi- 
sion equipment will be rushed to 
the scene, so that we may see it 
firsthand. 

The National Broadcasting 
Company demonstrated, as far 
back as 1940, how history-making 
events may be caught by television 
when it did a television broadcast 
of the Republican National Con- 
vention in Philadelphia. Despite 
the small number of television 
sets in existence, a survey 
showed that more people saw 
the convention by television 
than the people who were there 
in person. Ahd no one person 
could have seen as much of it by 
being there, for four cameras, 
placed in diffetent spots, picked 
up all sorts of sidelights as well as 
the main picture. One camera, 
outside the convention hall, caught 
arriving delegates, another took 
close-ups of speakers on the ros- 
trum, and so on. That is just a 
sample of how television will round 
up history for you. 


Cook’s Tour 


Ten, too, it will take you to 
museums and to all sorts of places 
of interest which you may have 
yearned to visit. To Niagara Falls, 
perhaps. Or Yellowstone. Or the 
Statue of Liberty. Or an airplane 
trip over our great cities. 
Entertainment programs prob- 
ably will run heavily to variety 
acts reminiscent of old-time vaude- 
ville, at least in the early stages of 
television development. Program

directors tell me that television is 
s© intimate that elaborate dra- 
matic productions are not very 
successful; and they are striving to 
develop a new technique for tele- 
vision dramas. 

Movies, of course, can be 
broadcast by television, and 
probably will be to some ex- 
tent. Considering the months that 
it takes to make feature movies, 
however, it would obviously be 
impossible to keep daily television 
programs going with them. For 
the most part, the television stu- 
dios will undoubtedly depend on 
their own studio productions. 

There are some who predict that 
neighborhood movie theaters will 
eventually have to go out of busi- 
ness -— that the only times we will 
go out to a show is when we want 
to make a party of it, and will thus 
go to the big theaters ‘in town. 
Other prophets say that the movie 
houses will get more patronage 
than ever, because they will adapt 
television to their programs, and 
show sports 
events and other 
attractions along 
with their mov- 
ies. You can take 
your choice of 
these predictions. 

Few seem to 
think that sound 
broadcasting 
will be crowded 
out—at least for 
many years. The 
feeling is that we 
will still want 
something to 
which we can lis- 
ten when we 
haven't time to 
be looking, too. 
And those radio 
fans who like to 
have music while 
they drive their 
cars will still have 
to stick to sound 
broadcasts. You 
can’t watcha 
television screen and the road. 

I asked the Columbia Broad- 
casting System to give me a tenta- 
tive schedule for a typical day’s 
television broadcasts in the first 
year after the expansion begins. 
Here it is:

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SHORT CUT TO YOUTH 


The secret is shorter, 
easier-to-manage hair.

CISSORS ROUTE to chic is short- 
ened hair. Snipped off locks 
snip years off a woman's age .. . are 
better behaved ... make self-man- 
agement easier . .. mate more hap- 
pily with new, midget-sized hats. 
In our previous article we went 
all-out for added hair, to bolster up 
scanty locks and solve coiffure prob- 
lems. Now, here is the other side. 
Today we're plumping for the prun- 
ing shears, especially for those wom- 
en who cling to more hair than they 
need for new, smart, simpler coifs. 
If you've been hankering to cut, 
but don’t because you're afraid 
in particular, of a husband’s dis- 
pleasure — here's the story of “‘Mrs. 
Brown,”’ as told me by Jacques 
Paschkes, famed Viennese haiur- 
stylist of pre-Hitler days. 


CROWNING GLORY: Because “Mrs. 
Brown's’ long hair was ‘‘Mr. 
Brown’'s’’ great pride, she struggled 
along with it, even though it was a 
trial to dress. Wearing it down, as 
the young fry do, was out of the 
question, because “‘Mrs. Brown’”’ 
had long since passed the school-girl 
age. Doing her hair up pre- 
sented problems, also, be- 

cause the heavy mound made 

her look much too matronly 

for her years. Besides, hair 
weight pulled waves and curls 

out as fast as “Mrs. Brown’’. 

put them in. Moreover, her hair 
never took a good permanent be- 
cause new curl had to be put in over 
old. 


HAT VERSUS HUSBAND: Then, one 
day, after a particularly discourag- 
ing attempt to squeeze her heap of 
hair into a small, flip hat, which 
“Mrs. Brown’’ wanted badly 
felt that she couldn’t live without 
. .. She marched to her hairdresser; 
told him to have his way with the 
Scissors. 

He did! ... anipped every spear 
to a measured 34% inches. Then, he 
permanented the short crop. Pro- 
duced a flock of curls as lively, soft 
and upturned as kitten ears. Her 
hair dressed —-a simple curly cap 


bouncing in sheer blandishment atop 
her head, “‘Mrs. Brown’’ returned to 
the millinery shop ... bought the 
dream-hat. 

What’s the rest of the story? “Mr. 
Brown’’ was charmed — said his 
wife’s new hair-do and hat made her 
look twenty years younger — took 
her to the smartest restaurant in 
town for dinner that evening to 
show her off. 


COIFFURE VARIETY: Because 
Jacques Paschkes is so clever at 
dressing the short cut in a variety 
of ways, his rrame is fast becoming 
a by-word of smart New Yorkers. 
I persuaded him to describe some 
of his tricks. Here’s what he says: 

Upflung curls: If you want a hair- 
do that spells unadulterated flattery 
and is a cinch to manage, toss your 
curls up and let them go, as “Mrs. 
Brown’’ does. 

If your brow looks better covr- 
ered than exposed, simply comb 
forward a thin layer of short 
front hair and brush this fringe 
into a bang. 

If you want a smooth-browed, 
flat-topped arrangement, tailor your 
hair-do to the specifications of de- 
mure, little, off-the-face bonnets. 
To do that, either brush hair slickly 
back from the brow and tuck it 
tight with combs . . . or wear an eye- 
catching center part with hair 
smoothed down on either side of the 
part. For edge-of-the-brim flattery, 

just flip out your end curls. 

Dressing a short cut to 

look like long hair is no trick 

at all, Mr. Paschkes says. 

Just set the ends all around 

your head, halo-fashion, and 

brush these out and in to 

make a snug inverted roll that looks 
tidy and chic. 

Pointers on upkeep? From other 
experts come these hints: Get a good 
permanent. Have hair shaped prop- 
erly as often as needed. A self-set? 
Comb hair in place, while it’s wet . . . 
push in waves ... twist ends into 
pin curls and spear ... tie up in a 
net until dry ... now, brush out 
your handiwork. 

A do-it-at-homer should dunk 
her hair under the shower for 
best shampoo resulta. Don't be 
stingy with your lathers, If you 
want to kindle highlights in your 
hair or whip up gleam, lather with 
a liquid soapless which has a condi- 
tioner in it to strip tarnish from a 
girl's crowning glory.

Some holiday foods are scarce, 
so let’s streamline the menu!

Turkey for him may mean less for us 


sreTorD, make us > 


duly thank- 
ful’? — thankful 
for less. This year 
when we sit down 
to Thanksgiving 
dinner, the menu will follow the 
traditional all-American pattern— 
but it will be a feast streamlined. 

Half the world reaches for our 
harvest. Our lard spreads the black 
bread of Russia, our powdered 
eggs go scrambled to England’s 
breakfast table. Our powdered 
milk, dehydrated vegetables and 
fruits travel the seas to the people 
of the hungry lands. 

Johnny Doughboy has first 

call on the drumaticks. On 
Thanksgiving Day ambrosial odors 
of roasting turkey, mashed pota- 
toes and gravy will rise from camp 
kitchens in Alaska, in Italy, in 
Australia, in the Pacific islands, 
in Africa. Turkeys for Thanksgiv- 
ing and Christmas overseas have 
been purchased by the govern- 
ment, some 10 million pounds of 
them. 
Civilians sit at “second table "’ 
Less turkey for the platter. Re- 
ports show as many turkeys as 
usual coming to market. Still not 
enough — for the birds are lighter 
in weight due to feed shortages, 
and more families plan to buy a 
bird for the great dinner. Papa, 
maybe mamma, has a good job 
and turkey money is bulging the 
pocket. Red meats are scarce, val- 
ued high in red points, relatives 
are invited — so unrationed poul- 
try is planned as the feast food. 


Still Not Enough 


Te national turkey crop, be- 
fore the government went on its 
early buying spree, was estimated 
at 33 million birds. This is but 
three per cent less than the record 
crop of 1940 and 22 per cent 
above the five-year average —- but 
still not turkey enough! 

The early shopper gets the bird. 
If there isn’t a turkey, consider 
chicken for the big dinner. The 
chicken population counts 925 
million, 15 per cent above last 
year’s all-time high. About half 
of these chickens will go to mar- 
ket as roasters, as ceiling prices 
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favor the heavier bird. No chicken? 
No matter, order pork shoulder. 
Stuffing suffers losses by war. 
No sage now from Dalmatia or 
Greece and the domestic crop, as 
always, runs small. Cooks in the 
Southwest send a tip: use oregano, 
the sage of Mexico, to double for 
the real stuff. This is an herb of 
velvety green leaf, its flavor a cross 
between true sage and marjoram. 
Thyme is short — and no’ pun in- 
tended! The marjoram supply is 
only 80-80. Celery seed from India 
arrives in a driblet. But spice 
grinders have figured a way to help 
stretch supplies and insure stuff- 
ing its aromatic perfume — they 
introduce a blended poultry sea- 
soning which combines sage, mar- 
joram, thyme and black pepper. 
Use dehydrated celery leaves as a 
substitute for the seed. 


Oysters Are Scarcer Too 


In OTHER years, “all the little 
oysters stood and waited in a row’’ 
to attend the harvest feast. This 
year, at least half of the big little 
oysters will remain in their beds. 
It takes manpower to harvest the 
oyster crop and this season only 
35 per cent of normal labor is avail- 
able. If you can snare a half pint of 
oysters, put them in the dressing 
-—~the flavor stretches far. After 
the war we can eat the oysters we 
can’t get today. 

Canned sea mussels offer service 
for the cocktail course. This inex- 
pensive seafood is being packed 
since the war by 13 East Coast 
canneries and for the first time. 
And why not? A mussel is a close 
relative to oysters and clams and 
its creamy sweet meat may be 
used in the same ways. 

Chestnuts for stuffing will 
be a luxury item and scarce. 
A shipment from Portugal is due 
to arrive any day now and will be 
parceled out to the markets across 
the country. Prices are high for the 
usual reasons — increased freight 


‘costs, increased insurance, short 


supplies. In recent years Califor- 
nia has grown a few hundred acres 
of the large mealy type of chestnut 
and scattered lots of these are on 
hand.

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that is, bread, rice and potatoes — are the bounty foods. 
Rice too! It looks now as if we'll each have pound 
more rice than the six pounds apiece we usually eat each 
year. And, still there will be enough to satisfy such rice- 
hungry peoples as the Puerto Ricans and the Hawaiians 
who consume respectively 128 and 177 pounds of rice 
per capita. Vitaminized margarine, or chicken or 
bacon fat will season the dressing. We are still at 
the bottom of the butter tab. 

Cranberries as usual are running after turkey, even to 
war fronts. The cranberry crop is less than last year by 
75,600 barrels, but that is a harvest 19 per cent larger 
than average for the past 10 years. At least one-fourth 
of this is being taken by the government to dehydrate 
and can. In addition to berries being processed, about 
11 per cent will be used fresh for camp tables at home. 


Make Your Own Cranberry Sauce 


Tere will be some cranberry sauce available in tin cans. 
A few berries will be packed in glass but the rest of the 
sauce we eat this year will be homemade. 

Potatoes, onions, turnips belong to a Thanksgiving 
kitchen, reminiscent of the days when only the root crops 
were still fresh in November. Pass the mashed potatoes 
piléd in a high, light drift. Help yourself to yams, candied 
in their own rich blood. There are large supplies of pota- 
toes, both the white and gold. 

Onions are more plentiful this month due to the higher 
price ceiling. It’s boiled onions for the feast, buried in a 
cream sauce. Plain-spoken rutabagas are down from 
Canada. We have the domestic purple-top turnips, and 
parsnips with their sweet earthy taste. Native squash 
is here to celebrate the day. 

Traditionalists insist that the Thanksgiving pie be of 
three kinds —- pumpkin, mince and apple, a sliver of each. 
This year one pie is enough. **‘What moistens the lip 
and what brightens the eye? What calle back the 
past like the rich pumpkin pic?”’ 

The pumpkin crop got hurt this fall by the drought 
in New Jersey and Maryland where this native vegetable 
is grown by the hundreds of acres for the canneries. 
Even so, the pumpkin pie outlook is brighter than for 
mincemeat. 

Mincemeat stocks will be but 80 to 85 per cent normal. 
Virtually everything that goes into this rich stuff is on 
the rationed list. But sugar substitutes are really the 
limiting factor. Mincemeat makers, like other industrial 
sugar users, have 30 per cent less to do with than nor- 
mally and can't quite make it up with other kinds of 
sweetness. Only fresh apples may be used in the mixture 
and the apple harvest is one-fourth less than last year. 


Fewer Kinds of Fruits 


Te holiday fruit bowl pretends to plenty with its 
pyramid of golden oranges and russet pears topped with 
Emperor grapes. But the fruits are of fewer kinds. The 
orange predominates, and even oranges for civilians will 
be some 10 per cent less than. last year’s generous allow- 
ance. As to grapefruit, we have the same as a year ago. 
California grapes are short and so are Washington- 
Oregon pears. But there are twice as many bananas 
available as in early summer, yet supplies are far below 
normal. Some of the boats previously used for sugar now 
carry this fruit of the tropics. 

Raisins, figs and dates are spied in the fruit bowl, but 
no dried apricots. The raisin crop runs as a year ago, 
with half the harvest reserved for civilian tables. That 
means a few more raisins for the cook than in 1942. 

A big cup of coffee; supplies are ample again. Easy on 
the sugar lumps. Pour in the cream but don't look — 
it’s half milk. 

Larders are war-shorn. But let the heart be grateful 
. for the gift of fertile lands, for the riches of the earth 
and the sea and the privilege to share our all-American 
feast. We give thanks for an abundance of grain. If we 
skimp today, for the less “‘Lord, make us duly thank- 
ful,”’

as it was told to me by her father: 

“Gerda was only eight when the 
Germans first came to Norway. 
They killed her mother — my wife. 
I left, soon after that, to edit an 
underground newspaper in another 
city. The work was too dangerous to 
have her with me. I left her with my 
friend Knut. 

“He brought me word from time 
to time. She was all right, but ... 
well, it is not easy for a child to lose 
both parents. Knut kept telling 
her that soon I would be back, 
that she could be 
with me again. 

**It was more 
than two years be- 
fore I came back — 
and then it was to 
prison. I had kept 
away from the 
Gestapo for a long 
time, but finally 
they had caught 
me. I was sen- 
tenced to death. 

‘*Knut told 
Gerda. He says she 
just bit her lip and 
asked if she could 
see me. Finally 
they were able to 
obtain a visitor's 
permit for her, and 
she came to the 
prison where I was. 

“The guard came to unlock my 
door and take me to the visitors’ cell, 
where Gerda was supposed to join 
me. But just at that moment the 
warden summoned him. He told me 
to go directly to the visitors’ cell, 
and left me alone. I started to walk 
slowly towards the end of the pas- 
sage, when suddenly I saw two 
visitors who were just leaving.

""T pRrerENvED to be looking for 
something, and as they went by, I 
walked casually behind them. We 
passed through five gates — the 
guards merely supposed I was an- 
other visitor. You see, I was in civil- 
ian clothes and had been in the 
prison only a few days. 

“Then we came to the anteroom 
where Gerda was waiting to be sum- 
moned. I saw her sitting tensely on 


one of the high benches, her toes 
pointing toward the floor, her hands 
gripping the edge. For a minute I 
lost all hope. It seemed as if she was 
too young, had — well, too much 
needing of her father, to realize that 
she mustn’t recognize me. 

“But I had to count on her des- 
perately; there was nothing else.

"Sue leaned forward eagerly, 
started to smile. I looked straight at 
her and winked ever so slightly. Her 
eyes opened wide.

“Every once in a 
while she would 
trot soberly up to 
them and ask 
please might she 
see her father now.

hours were over. She kept up the 
game — cried, said they were mean. 
““Gerda went home to Knut’s and 
said that the warden would not let 
her see me, but she told him nothing 
more. The Gestapo questioned her 
three times, but couldn’t trap her. 
“Knut was aware that something 
had happened, and shortly heard 
that I had gone. It was, well — time 
for him to leave, too, so he smuggled 
Gerda to England with him. But not 
until they were both completely safe 
did Gerda tell Knut the story. 
** “It was easier just to make believe

tenant Eric Petersen, now of the 
Norwegian Air Force, frowned over 
his cigarette as he finished.
